I  The  Island  of  Cuba,  of  which  Havana  is  the 
[Capitol,  is  about  700  miles  long,  and  its  average 
.  breadth  about  GO.  It  lies  between  '20  and  23  de¬ 
grees  of  N.  Lat.,  and  between  74  and  8.'i  degrees 
of  W.  Long.  It  is  nearly  the  size  of  Kngland. 
containing  between  31,000  and  3'2,000  squaie 
i  miles.  The  soil  i.s  veiy  prodiielivr,  and  its  culti¬ 
vation  cxtrchicly  [irofiiablc.  ^J’l'^re  are  no  very 
high  mountains  -and  no  mauslie  •  of  any  conse- 
([uence,  and  iioihiag  to  [uevent  nearly  the  whole 
island  from  being  cultivated  like  a  garden,  and 
sustaining  a  population  of  12  or,  1.5,000,000.  Yet 
I  it  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  not  more  than  one- 
sixth  pail  of  the  island  is  in  a  state  of  cultivation, 
j  and  the  population  [irobably  i.s  below  rather  than 
i  above  1,. 500, 000.  And  except  in  and  close  by  the 
larger  town.s,  I  was  informed  that  there  is  not  a 
single  road  u|)on  the  island.  Mere  mule  paths, 
and  in  some  places  cart  roads  over  particular 
[ilantations,  are  the  only  ror.ds  from  city  to  city, 
and  from  town  to  town.  Although  there  has  been 
a  Rail  Road  [irojecled  through  the  isl.md.andone 
end  of  it  for  some  little  distance  completed,  yet 
j  it  is  problemtitieal  whether  it  will  ever  be  finished.

By  the  kind  ami  benignant  providence  ol  God  ^

the  Brig  I’asiora,  in  five  days  from  the  iime  of 
leaving  that  [lort. 

In  ami  about  the  city  of  Havana  arc  a  number 
Ilf  olijects  calculated  to  attract  the  attention  of 
strangets.  The  churches  are  not  very  remarkable,  ' 
although  there  are  many  of  them  and  some  very 
spacious  and  costly.  Since  the  declaration  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Cortez  in  ,S[>ain,  neither  the' 
rluirches  nor  the  [iricsihood  command  as  much' 
vencra'ion  and  as  stiicl  obedience  as  they  did  pre- 1 


wiili  a  gn  at  variety  of  r.ire  trees,  shrubs,  plants. 
Ilowers,  etc.,  wafer  fountains  in  imitation  of  [lara- 
sols,  friiil-iiaskets,  etc.,  and  an  artificiHl  cave  built 
under  a  water-fall,  covered  with  a  variety  of  sea 
shells  and  coral,  the  water  coiitinu.illy  falling  over 
these  shells,  and  [ircseiitiiig,  in  connexion  witli 
the  Inxmiaiit  gro.vili  of  various  [>Iants  around  the 
cave,  a  very  romantic  a|)|)carancc.  The  human 
voice  within  the  cave,  i.s  erlioed  and  re  echoed 
with  a  wonderful  accumulation  of  [lower.  Miil- 
tit lidos  of  people  go  out  from  the  city  for  n.des 
npon  this  road,  and  visits  to  thisallr.ictive  garden. 
The  BisliO|)'s  Garden,  .about  two  miles  from  that 
of  Tacon.  is  also  much  visited  and  admired.  It 
is  less  gaudy  in  flowers,  but  more  rural  and  ro¬ 
mantic  in  its  capacious  canals,  its  large  and  deep¬ 
ly  shading  trees,  its  thick  clusters  of  bamboos 
constantly  waving  and  croaking  in  the  wind,  its 
winding  and  scqientine  walks,  its  extended 


'  appointcil  by  tlic  Crown  ofS[)aiii,  and  is  very  ab- 
I  solute  in  his  power,  all  the  judges  of  tlie  courts, 
and  the  inferior  functional  ies  being  responsib'e 
I  to  him  and  removable  at  his  pleasure.  He  is  also 
Treasurer  and  chief  Financier,  tints  having  the 
sword  and  the  [ittrsc  in  his  own  liand.  Tiie  reve¬ 
nues  of  the  island  are  saiJ  to  ameniii  to  hJ  2,000, - 
000,  annually,  and  the  Ca[)taiti  (Tcneral,  alter  dc- 
;i  fraying  all  cx[)cnses,  military,  civil  ainl  marine, 
remits  to  S|)ain  a  snrplns  of  something  like 
8.3,000,000.  The  military  csla'ilisiimciit  alone 
here,  costs  from  .8.3, 000, 000  to  81.000,000,  annu¬ 
ally.  The  island  i.s  divided  into  three  military 
.  departments — eastern,  central  and  western;  and 
into  two  civil,  east  and  west.  By  its  statistics  it 
appears  lo  contain  11  cilie.s,  10  towns.  94  villages, 
i,  1G3  hamblefs,  and  241  country  districts.  The 
I  Archbishop  of  Cuba,  and  Bishop  of  Havana,  are 
the  two  highest  ecclesiastical  functionaries.

I  must 
have  better  evidence,  than  the  declarations  of  oth¬ 
ers,  to  be  convinced  that  men  in  tlieir  senses  will 
exchange  the  glorious  doctrine  of  a  worl.l’s  sal¬ 
vation,  for  the  narrow  views  of  Pastialism.'  If  you 
arc  very  desirous  to  arrive  at  truth  on  this  point, 
would  it  not  be  v/ell.  when  ynti  hear  from  the  pul¬ 
pit  long  stories  of  “converted  IJniversalisls,”  to 
inquire  of  the  story  teller  for  names,  dotes,  place  • 
ofresidenee,etc.  ?

I  con¬ 
fess  that  I  have  uot  studied  very  deeply  into  the 
science  of  mi.Td,  as  I  have  b  it  just  got  olV  the 
“Freshmati  rust,”  and  am  not  iherefore  prepared 
to  dispute  with  you  oil  this  point.  But  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  perceive  what  “  the  nature  of  tlie  mind” 
has  to  do  with  Uiiiver.salist  confessions.  So  I 
"  give  it  up."  Ltistly,  ”  from  the  plainness  of 
the  Bible  on  the  doctrine  of  sdvaiioii.”  Here  I 
agree  with  you.  This,  no  doubt,  is  th','  ”  true 
reason”  why  multitudes  embrace  Uiiiversalism. —

Justice  is  the  same,  whether 
j  ill  God  or  man — it  ditfers  only  in  degree,  not  in  kind 
III  judging  the  justice  of  any  doctrine,  judge  it  as  yun 
would  any  thing  else — hyyoiir  own  scn.se  of  justice,  aiej 
not  what  others  may  tell  you  is  God's  justice.  So  of  be. 
nevolence.  Judge  the  goodness  of  any  dogma,  by  yout 
I  own  sense  of  goodness,  and  not  by  what  others  nw.r 
tell  yon  is  good  in  God’s  dealings.  Only  reniember 
that  God’s  wisdom  enables  him  to  foresee  and  plan  an 
'  end  which  may  make  an  act  a  good  one,  which,  withon: 
that  intended  result,  might  he  justly  considered  evil.—
